SNOW 2 TO 6 IN C H ES D E E P O V ER 
IN NEBRA SKA , KANSAS AND 
M ISSOURI 


Chicago, Nov. 29. — <r.P) — Blizzards 
roared across a vast section of the 
United States and C anada today, drop­ 
ping a thick blanket of snow over 
m ost of the area between the Rocky 
m ountains and the Illinois-Indiana line 
and sending tem peratures to sub zero 
levels. 
In places where the icy blasts had 
exhausted their burden of snow, they 
hurled up drifts and packed roads and 
streets with solid barriers. 
Three deaths had been reported over 
the Canadian line, where the storm 
had beaten with more fury. 
A W in­ 
nipeg fisherman, Jacob K, Schmidt, 
died of exposure, after the blizzard 
caught him while m ending nets, and 
two other fishermen were frozen to 
death in a cam p on the shore of Lake 
Winnipeg. 
Three other fishermen, John Hanson, 
H arold Johnson and a m an known 
only as “Old Peek,” were believed lost 
on Lake Superior. 
They left Bayfield, 
Wis., in a small boat during a heavy 
snowstorm several days ago bound for 
M anitou island and had not been heard 
from. 
Searchers said there was little 
hope that they were alive if they were 
on the lake. 
W yom ing stockmen 
were battling 
the w orst blizzard of the year, fearful 
of fu rth er heavy inroads in herds and 
flocks. 
The m ercury was hovering 
around the zero m ark in* m any parts 
of the state. 
Colorado awoke to find the twelfth 
snowfall of the season, after a mild 
Thanksgiving. 
Tem peratures dropped as much as 
25 degrees in a few hours. 
Miners 'n 
m ountain camps hastily began stock­ 
ing up with provisions, in the belief 
the snow soon would wall them in. 
B e e t farm ers saw their belated harvest 
postponed again. 
Snow from two to -s ix inches deep 
lay over most of Nebraska, K ansas 
and Missouri, the first heavy snow fall 
of the winter. 
Cold winds whipped 
the plains cities and piled the streets 
with drifts. 
St. Louis had six inches of snow and 
alm ost as much had fallen at Columbia 
and Jefferson City, Mo., there was n j 
fall at K ansas City. 
Ice lay on top of 
the snow in m any N ebraska areas, im­ 
peding traffic. 
Snow was expected in the panhandle 
of Texas. 
The Dakotas were lashed by bliz­ 
zards and a gale swept Iowa. 
Fresh 
winds increased suffering in the G reat 
Lakes region. 
Although Chicago had 
little snow, other parts of Illinois had 
from one to four inches. 
Duluth, Minn., was the coldest spot 
in the United States yesterday, w Ph 
14 degrees below zero, while it was 24 
below at White River, Ont. 
The m ercury in the Chicago area 
w ent down with the coming of dawn, 
indicating, the w eather bureau said, 
th a t the cold wave from the north has 
hit in full force. 
The tem perature at 6 a. rn. was 4 
above but at 7 had slipped down three 
degrees. 
More than 500 persons were taken 
care of in police stations during the 
night and every furnace room grating 
in the Loop bore its complement of 
shivering humanity.

F ra n k lin scream ed and begged for 
m ercy as his torm entors plied a knife 
th rough his flesh and tossed him on a 
log fire while they forced th e girl to ( 
look on. 
H is scream s echoed through 
the woods and thro u g h the chinks of 
cabins to ears of hill dw elers but w ith 
club and gun the clan com m anded si­ 
lence. 
“I 
heered 
Connie,” 
M rs. 
C harles 
R um iner, m other of th e girl, revealed, 
“but I wuz afeered them fellers w ant 
ed to git thy man, end I w ouldn’t leave 
him go." 
M rs. B erth a B urns, 80, and her 80- 
year-old husband w ho had seen th e 
clan rule from generation to genera 
tion, also heard. 
They were prom ptly 
w arned, and flogged. 
M rs. B urns got her revenge. A fraid 
to go directly to officers, I m iles aw ay 
“as the crow flies,” she w hispered at 
every tu rn of th a t “aw ful happening 
last M arch." 
F ra n k lin w as m urdered 
on M arch 9, “a rig h t sm art while a f 
te r sunset.” 
Only hinting a t first, M rs. 
B uras 
la ter w as in stru m en tal in 
supplying 
evidence th a t crim e actually had been 
com m itted in the th ic k et w here the 
ch arred bones of F ra n k lin laid. 
As a result five m em bers of the 
Cabin C reek and C agin C reek clans 
are held in the county Jail a t Moun 
tain View, including Alec Fulks, a1 
leged rin g leader.

He said he w atched th e proceedings 
from behind a treee. 
F irst the m en

an o th er m utilated him w ith a knife. 
T hey tossed him on the Are. 
H e roll 
ed off. begging for m ercy. They tossed 
him again into the flames. 
Sheriff Sam Johnson said he feared 
for his w itnesses, since m any of the 
hill folk are undecided w hether he or 
the Cagin and D ry Creek clans “is the 
law .” They m ay be silenced on th re a ts 
of being driven from th eir squalid hill 
hom es in w hich they had lived for 
generations.

side and asked him to present the 
prizes to the w inners. 
Shaw refused. 
T hree m em bers of 
the P rince of W ales’ p arty Joined in 
the request and while Shaw expos­ 
tulated. th e prince cast aeveral glances 
in the direction of the critic. 
Shaw then refused em phaticafly and 
the audience drew th e ir own conclu­ 
sion—th a t Shaw bad refused t.f m eet 
the heir to B ritain's throne. 
The hiss­ 
ing began and grew steadily in vol­ 
ume- 
Shaw, later explaining bis action to 
new spaperm en, said: 
“Aa th e prince w as present it was 
hardly co rrect for me to present the 
prizes 
Besides, the boxers w anted to 
receive th e prizes from th e prince.”

Y., a prom inent figure in the paper in 
dustry of M inneapolis and M innesota 
some 35 years ago, died Tuesday at his 
hom e in D ansville, afte r IO days’ ill­ 
ness of pneum onia, according to w ont 
reaching M inneapolis W ednesday. 
Mr. 
M cNair w as associated w ith the late 
B. F. Nelson of M inneapolis in several 
business enterprises and was a m em ­ 
ber of the M innesota highw ay com m is­ 
sion during th e seven years of his resi­ 
dence in the state. 
Mr. M cN air was 70 years old, having 
been born in Scottsburg, N, Y., in 1859 
th e son of D avid M cNair. 
W hen he 
I w as four years old, his parents moved 
to Dansville. T in yeses later, he be­ 
gan work w ith the W oodruff P aper 
Co., and later, w ith hts father, assum ed 
Its m anagem ent. 
In 1887, Mr. M cN air cam e to M in­ 
neapolis and secured a position w ith 
the N elson-Spencer P aper Co., now *h. 
B. F. Nelson M anufacturing Co. 
Five 
years later, he joined with Mi Nelson 
in form ing the H ennepin P ap er Co. . 
L ittle Falls, M inn. 
In 1893, he organ 
ized the N orthw est P ap er Co. a t Clo 
quet, Minn., and becam e its vice presi 
dent and m anager, but afte r five yeai 
resigned 
because of

health and 
moved back to D ansville. 
Mr. M cNair w as a close friend of 
John B arton Payne, national Chairm an 
of the A m erican Red Cross, and was 
a m em ber of the executive com m ute' 
of the C lara B arton chapter of the or­ 
ganization. 
He was a director of th* 
Dansville G eneral hospital and of th 
Union Hose Co. and a m em ber of th 
R otary club, board of trade, .St, P e te r’ 
M em orial Episcopal church and Ma 
sonic orders. 
^ He is survived by his wife, Mrs. Ann
